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SELECTMEN’S OBSERVATIONS 


On first coming to office in 1938 we invited the De- 
partment of Audit to set up for us their system of 
accounts, which had worked so well for them. This 
yearly audit since has been of great benefit to all town 
officers in that they have kept us informed on all re- 
cent changes made by the legislature. Not only was 
their help in this way of value but also their intimate 
knowledge of good accounting procedure has been very 
helpful. We have continued to use their service and, 
frankly, we feel the money is well spent. 


In the last eleven years you folks have kept abreast 
of most municipal developments as the need arose. For 
towns of like size it can be said that few if any exceed 
. us in capital assets enjoyed by our citizens thereof. 


It possibly would not be ou tof order to summarize 
what some of those changes are. You, the voters of 
Southport, have either directly or indirectly agreed 
to have or endorsed the following (and our population 
is only 405 by the last census): 


In 1938 the East Side road was nearly completed and 
opened to the extent of year-round traffic. In passing 
it may be said here that one public-spirited individual 
and his wife signed a release giving eventually to the 
town a piece of land four rods wide and two thousand 
six hundred and forty feet long for one dollar. This 
gentleman and lady are working for the benefit of 
Southport. Their deed thus released a piece of land on 
which the town built a road. 

We at the present time, 1949, have one individual 
trying to hold the town for two hundred and fifty 
. dollars for a slight piece of land the dimensions of 
which they don’t know and which may or may not be 
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in the town way. The burden of proof is always on the 
complainant, not the selectmen in this case. 

In 1939 we had our new bridge linking us to Booth- 
bay Harbor. This cost us about thirteen thousand 
dollars for the use of a $200,000 bridge. The fill across 
the road by Ralph Thompson’s was then done for 
$2,000.00 

By 1940 Walcott Avenue to Dogfish had been made 
for $2,000.00. A fill in front of Emery Thompson’s was 
made for $4,000.00. The approach to the main road 
about Southport had been finished. 

Pine Cliff fill was completed in 1941, thus doing away 
with a wooden bridge. Our hose drying tower was also 
made during this year. 


The year 1942 was a maintenance year. 

In 1943 the International truck was purchased. No 
one that year could be found in town who would 
agree to put a snow plow on their truck. 

There was maintenance only in 1944 and 1945. 

Our disposal area was bought and partly cleared in 
1946. This was a piece of land 200 feet by 200 feet, 
on the inside of the Island, near a former gravel pit, 
and was purchased from the Maddocks heirs. It has 
been found necessary to police this area and once a 
week to burn it over during the busy season to satisfy 
the needs of the users. We still must educate a con- 
siderable number to throw their trash on and in the 
dump and not on the road leading to it. Possibly no 
dump can look very neat, but a littered roadway looks 
worse. 


During this year you authorized the construction of 
the town garage and the purchase of an overhead 
shovel. 

This garage-has certainly been a blessing to those 
who take care of our roads in winter. When any repairs 
are needed, a light, clean and warm working place 
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speeds up the work. Fixing chains, attaching plows, 
and general repairing all are done so much better in 
a heated building. Last but not least, the ease of start- 
ing heated tractor equipment in winter is much easier 
than if the equipment gets unheated out-of-doors 
treatment. You have here a decided asset to your 
community. 

Our overhead shovel to which was attached a bull- 
dozer blade proved its worth during the winter of 1946- 
_ 1947 when our old tractor plow was broken. The blade 
on the tractor was able to keep most of our roads in 
shape. Mayhap it took a little longer to do them. Our 
first great advantage from the overhead shovel came 
though in 1947 when the massive fill was placed around 
the schoolhouse. Three thousand yards of material 
were moved onto the school grounds. Hardly anyone 
realizes the deceptive flatness which now exists as 
compared with the rock-strewn. debris of ups and 
downs from the front of the lot to the well. 

This shovel was also used for much of the fill on 
Burnt Piece road. During 1947 our voters made a signal 
advance in physical property for the school use of our 
children. 


Practically everyone has seen our new school, a 
school which, in Lincoln County, at least, has no 
superior. This building, approved by the Department 
of Education of the State of Maine, quickly demon- 
strated its usefulness. Its constant service in youth 
activities as well as adult meetings has filled a long-felt 
need. 

Residents of Southport may well be proud of their 
constant pace in recent developments. 

The year 1947 was a banner year in another respect. 
A second fire engine was added to our fire equipment. 
We now have two engines housed in warm buildings, 
always ready to operate. A third piece of equipment 
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is nearly completed. This is a 600-gallon water tank 
truck with one thousand feet of one and one-half inch 
hose. This is pumped out at a pressure of one hundred 
and twenty-five pounds to the inch while a bridle 
arrangement can be used to allow the flow from two 
hoses if necessary. 


The use of this tank truck in conjunction with the 
other pumpers is as follows: when an alarm is given, 
the tank and pumpers will both go. On arrival at the 
fire, the tank truck can start playing water immediate- 
ly. While this goes on, the pumper truck is having its 
suction arranged and its heavy hose strung out. It 
sometimes takes as high as fifteen minutes to get this 
arranged. Meanwhile the tank truck is playing water 
on the fire; which, as you know, was not the case 
formerly. You can readily see that this method of fire 
control is far superior for our community. We have 
no hydrant protection in winter. Pumping spots are 
usually ice-coated, which again takes time in un- 
covering them, when an emergency arises. Although 
our company is a volunteer one, its record for gd 
ance is hard to equal. 


On what is known as Burnt Piece, we had a short 
corner and a hill in the state aid road. Many times in 
winter, cars were unable to gain sufficient speed to 
“make it.” 

By building a large fill, the difficulty has been re- 
moved. There still remain two places on our state 
aid road on which difficulty is experienced. One is at 
the foot of School Hill and the other is at the top of 
Pine Cliff. Future town planning should give these 
consideration. 


Future pumping spots should also be considered. 

Your new library at Newagen, heated and open, has 
filled a long-wanted need. The State of Maine and pri- 
vate individuals have helped in its building. This 
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committee certainly deserve the thanks of our com- 
munity. There is to be a report on this library elsewhere 
in this book. 


In 1948, one end of the Cross Road was finished, 
making the road passable for year-round traffic. 

To sum up the total capital assets now enjoyed by 
the residents of Southport, we have a total of $272,695. 
Of the town’s money used for this purpose, we have 
$85,000. 

_ The tax rate of Southport last year was $57. On 
all cities, towns and plantations in the State for 1948, 
it averaged $63.20. Southport in 1948 was $6.20 below 
the State average. 

It isn’t good planning to hold out false hopes, but 
Southport at the instance of writing this has no 
paupers. Last year it raised $2,700 for this account. This 
year you need not more than $500. This cuts two dollars 
right off the tax rate. Again, your fire company had 
$2,500 last year. This year it needs not over $800. This 
_ takes off another dollar and a half from the rate. 


If nothing unforeseen happens, it seems impossible 
for the rate to be higher, and all indications point to 
it being lower. ? 


There has been a suggestion that the school system 
own and operate the school bus. This has merit. It 
does cost more when a private individual does it. For 
a private individual to tie up five thousand dollars in 
a piece of equipment costs more to him than it does to 
a municipality. Even to borrow money for its pay- 
ment, the town gets it for three per cent, whereas an 
individual must pay not less than five and usually six. 
Statistics show that a town can save money on 
operation of school buses operated by the school 
system. Possibly when we have a school district you 
will feel more like making this transfer. 

Your town debt situation is good. By 1956, with no 
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additions, the town: and water system will be clear. 
As of today your town debt is $26,000, while the water 
system has $16,000. With no great major improvements 
ahead, it seems we can be entirely free of debt by the 
time recession in the nation’s economy takes place. 
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Increase of Capital assets within the confines of 


the Town of Southport enjoyed by the 
citizens thereof.

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MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT. 


In this, the first report of a public library in South- 
port, perhaps a few words of how it became possible 
would be appropriate. 

First a general desire by both the resident and non- 
resident population had been evident for a number of 
years. This desire was especially keen in Newagen 
where the people had been close to the privately owned 
library of the late Zabriskie Sisters. All of the above 
lay quite dormant until the tireless efforts of the Ralph 
Grays and Charles Pinkham showed the way by the 
incorporation of three factors; anyone of which was 
off sufficient size that without its contribution the 
library would probably not have been possible at this 
time. These factors were as follows: 

First, the contribution by the Collier Sisters, acting 
as or for the Zabriskie heirs, of the Bayberry Camp 
Library books. Second, the availability of housing in 
the form of the discontinued Newagen School. Third, 
an unexpended sum of money raised at two previous 
town meetings for a memorial to the veterans of World 
Wars one and two. | 

Consequently the last town meeting appointed a 


three-man committee, Ralph Gray, Kenneth Pinkham — 


and Cecil Pierce, to produce from these factors, supple- 
mented with an appropriation, a combination Public 
Library and World Wars memorial. 

The months of March, April and May were spent 
moving the books into the school building, procuring 
such bookcases as finances would allow and establish- 
ing, inside the building, a roster of the veterans of the 
World Wars. It is suitable to mention at this point 
that a set of flags to go with this roster were presented 
by Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Stewart.

On May 30 was dedicated “Memorial Library.” The 
work of organizing this dedication was performed 
almost entirely by Charles Pinkham. 

On the first of June Mrs. Edith Gray was employed 
as librarian. She cheerfully received the job of assort- 
ing and cataloging some five thousand books which 
had literally been “piled” into the building. In some of 
this work she was ably assisted by the young people of 
Newagen. These books, as you who have visited the 
library know, are stored in everything from suitable 
bookcases to onion crates. We need more bookcases 
above all things. | 
‘It has seemed to the committee desirable to incor- 
porate the organization under the laws of the State 
and steps have been taken toward this end.

Re: Audit of Accounts - Town of Southport 
February 4, 1947 to February 5, 1948 


CASH 


Cash available for current expenditures at February 
5, 1948 amounted to $1,526.90 which amount reconciled 
with the,bank statement of the Depositors Trust Com- 
pany, Boothbay Harbor, Maine. 

The analysis made of receipts and deposits indicated 
that all cash recorded as received had been deposited 
in the bank. 

Expenditures were made by check and were sup- 
ported by warrants authorized by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


Accounts receivable amounted to $246.32 at February 
5, 1948. This amount was due from the 1946 Excise Tax 
Collector and the 1947 Tax Collector. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1947 commitment of taxes, which amounted to 
$99,998.10, was added and compared with the records 
and found in agreement. Supplemental taxes in the 
amount of $24.00 were collected. This commitment 
was accounted for by cash paid the Treasurer, abate- 
ments, $241.40 due from the Collector or was still un- 
paid, according to the records of the Tax Collector. The 
amount of $241.40 due from the Collector was deposited 
with the Treasurer, February 13, 1948. As the tax ac- 
counts were published in the town report, no external 
verifications were made. 


TAX LIENS 


The balance of tax liens at February 5, 1948 was 
$180.00 and the detail making up this account is shown 
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on Schedule A-3. The tax liens found on file with the 
Treasurer were examined. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE ‘ 
Withholding tax and teachers’ pensions deductions 
represent the accounts payable. 


NOTES PAYABLE 
The notes outstanding at.February 5, 1948 amounted 
to $30,500.00, which were verified with the holders 
thereof. Notes amounting to $11,000.00 were paid from 
general fund cash during the year. 


DEFICIT 
The deficit of $26,461.20 at the end of the year as 
compared with a surplus of $1,937.66 shown the year 
previous revealed at net decrease of $28,398.86. The 
major item contributing to this change was the notes 
payable. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The time deposits representing the cemetery per- 
petual care funds were verified by physical exam- 
ination. It was noted, that the income of only one 
fund had been withdrawn. 


GENERAL 
Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 

counts, the detail of which is shown on Exhibit D. The 
Attorney General has rendered an opinion on this 
point and it is included for the benefit of the municipal 
officers. 

“The municipal officers are bound by the terms 

of the articles in the warrant calling the meet- 

ing providing for the expenditure of money. 

The officers should not spend more than the 

taxpayers appropriated at town meeting, un- 

less the statute expressly authorizes an expen- 

diture in excess of the appropriation.” 
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The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts 
in cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the ap- 
propriation. 

The surety bonds of the Tax Collector and Treasurer 
were examined and found to be satisfactory. 

The overlay of $1,914.75 was within the limit of 5% 
of the appropriations plus state and county taxes. 

The 1947 excise tax receipts, No. 68 to 183, and those 
for 1948, No. 1 to 68, were checked and it was ascer- 
tained that all collections had been deposited with the 
direasurer. 

The valuation records were examined and appeared 
to be in a satisfactory condition. 

The school balances were verified with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

A test check was made of vouchers and pay rolls and 
all so examined appeared to be proper charges. 


RECOMMENDED 
It is recommended, that the Tax Collector deposit all 
tax collections with the Treasurer monthly as required 
by the provisions of Chapter 81, Section 105 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944.

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A LEGISLATIVE ACT 
PERTINENT TO THE TOWN OF SOUTHPORT 


Be it enacted by the People of the State of Maine, 
as follows: 


Digging of clams in town of Southport, regulated; 
penalty. It shall be unlawful for any person to dig any 
clams within the limits of the town of Southport, in 
the county of Lincoln, without first having obtained 
a license therefor from the municipal officers of said 
town of Southport, who are hereby authorized to grant 
and issue such licenses and fix the fee therefor. No li- 
cense shall be issued to any person except a resident 
of said town or a person who is assessed and pays a real 
estate tax therein. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall prohibit such resident or taxpayer from 
digging not to exceed % bushel of clams in any 1 day 
for the use of himself and family or a riparian owner 
of shores or flats in said town of Southport from dig- 
ging and taking clams therefrom for food for himself 
and family without a license. For the purposes of this — 
chapter, the term “a resident” shall mean a person 
who has resided in this state for the term of at least 
6 consecutive months and in the town of Southport 
for at least 3 months immediately prior to the date 
when a claim of such residence is made. 

Whoever digs clams in violation of the provisions 
of this chapter shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $10, nor more than $100, or by imprisonment for 
not more than 30 days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. |

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Excerpts from the 
FOREST FIRE PREVENTION AND CONTROL LAWS 
Passed in 1949 


It should be understood that the following are broad 
interpretations which in many instances will not apply 
to the borderline or special case. A copy of the laws 
may be obtained from the Forestry Department, State _ 
House, Augusta, or from your Town Warden. 


Forest Fire Prevention and Control in Organized 
Towns. The purpose of the laws which became effective 
on August 6, 1949 was to place forest fire control un- 
der the Forestry Department for the entire state. It 
provides an unbroken chain of command from the town 
forest fire warden to the forest commissioner. A maxi- 
mum amount of responsibility and authority remains 
with each local community but state authority is pro- 
vided whenever the town system breaks down. 


The town forest fire warden is appointed by the 
forest commissioner with the approval of the local town 
officials for a three year term. He may be any citizen 
of the town and is often the fire chief as well as town 
forest fire warden. He is responsible for taking im- 
mediate charge to control and extinguish forest fires 
within his town. “The management of town forest fires 
shall be the responsibility of the town forest fire 
warden until in the judgment of a state forest fire 
warden the situation makes it advisable for him to take 
over.” Final authority and responsibility on forest 
fires shall be that of the state forest fire warden. This 
makes it necessary that the state warden be advised 
by the town forest fire warden of each fire in his town 
as soon as it is discovered. This is an important link in 
the chain of command from the town forest fire warden 
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to the state warden. If the state warden at the scene 
of the fire is unable to handle the situation, he requests 
further aid from his immediate superior. 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for 
Slash or brush disposal rests entirely on whoever “cuts, 
causes or permits to cut” forest growth. Such slash or 
brush must be moved back 50 feet from the shoulder 
or pavement of any public highway or road and 25 feet 
from utility right of ways. On complaint, if a real fire 
hazard exists, slash and brush must be removed 25 feet 
from forest growth of an adjoining landowner and 100 
feet from dwellings. | 


All slash and brush shall be removed the required 
distance within 30 days after cutting, or 30 days after 
being notified to remove it. A violator of this section 
is liable to a fine of $100 or 30 days imprisonment, or 
both. He is liable to the same fine and imprisonment 
every 30 days following his violation until the slash 
and brush is cleared back the required distance. 


Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to 
kindle a fire for purposes of clearing land or burning 
logs or stumps, roots, brush, slash, fields of dry grass, 
pasture, and blueberry land except when the ground is 
covered with snow, without first obtaining a written 
permit. Permits are issued by the town forest fire 
wardens. A permit is necessary for any person to 
burn, even on his own land. A burning permit does not 
relieve the person of legal responsibility if the fire is 
allowed to escape or causes damage to property of an- 
other. | 


Town or private Dumps. Any dump established and 
maintained for disposal of rubbish or debris of any 
nature which might help start or spread a forest fire 
shall observe the following prevention measures: A 
cleared strip 10 feet wide to mineral soil on all sides of 
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the dump; a 100-foot strip outside this mineral soil area 
where inflammable material such as grass, weeds, 
brush and slash must be removed. Dead trees and 
limbs of evergreen trees up to a height of 10 feet from 
the ground shall also be removed from this 100-foot 
strip. Dumps with a large, constant, supply of water 
nearby may be exempted from these provisions by the 
town and state forest fire wardens if they believe the 
water supply is sufficient for protection purposes.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


For Year Ending February 4, 1950 


The department answered eleven calls for the year 
as follows: 


3o — Grass fires 

1 — ‘Chimney 

3 — Forest 

1 — House 

2 — Dump 

1 — Resuscitator call 


All fires were successfully extinguished, causing a 
minimum of damage. 


This year has seen the consolidation of all of our 
equipment, which we have been building and pur- 
chasing in the last few years, in the remodeled fire 
station. 

Estimating the cost of remodeling this old build- 
ing fooled everyone connected, including two com- 
mittees of carpenters, consequently the appropriation 
was overdrawn by the time the downstairs was com- 
pleted and the upstairs dormer window was completed 
outside. The project was halted. This gave us housing 
for our equipment; but meeting quarters, because of 
the unfinished condition upstairs, were practically un- 
inhabitable, as it could not be heated. The firemen as 
a body disliking this situation and not wishing to wait 
another year for a new appropriation to finish the job, 
volunteered to furnish the labor if the Selectmen could 
furnish the money for material from the surplus to 
finish this upstairs. This was done and an estimated 
250 man-hours were given to carpenter work, under 
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the direction of the chief and assistant chiefs, Leland 
Snowman and Charlie Pinkham, and painting under 
the direction of Winston Brewer. This is, I believe, the 
largest contribution of free subscription labor ever ac- 
complished in this town, excepting of course the charit- 
able organizations. We now have a fine completed fire 
station which is adequate in size and should need 
nothing in the forseeable future but pure maintenance. 


Our equipment, which consists of the new pumper, 
our old pumper, and the tank truck which is also a 
small pumper, is in good condition. Barring some 
accidents beyond our control, we shall need no new 
major pieces of equipment for years. 


We are, however, not too well supplied with acces- 
sories, such as hose, ladders and hand tools. There is 
an article in the warrant to correct this situation if 
the folks care to vote it. 

There is also an article to purchase a portable pump. 
This is a piece of equipment which can be carried by 
two men to practically any place where there is water 
and will deliver through a sufficiently long line of hose 
to reach our cottages along the shore where in many 
cases we cannot get our pumpers to the water. Also 
of course it is the proper equipment for forest fires 
and our islands. I urge you to buy it. 

There will also be an article to relocate the town 
dump to the cross road. This dump, a necessary evil, 
is of great concern to the fire department. Dumps are 
always extreme fire hazards. I urge you not to con- 
sider moving this dump unless you appropriate 
sufficient money to make it to the standard set by the 
State Forestry Department and provide a pumping 
pool by same as laid out by the Selectmen. 

Elsewhere in this report are excerpts from the new 
Forestry Department laws and regulations on the con- 
trol of forest fires (A forest fire is any fire not burning 
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a building or some personal property). These new laws 
are very much for the common good, especially in 
these days of fire hazard from slash which is virtually 
everywhere. 

Your Town Forest Fire Warden is Cecil Pierce and 
Deputy Wardens are Elbridge Plummer and Leland 
Snowman. The above are State appointees for three- 
year terms. 

For the record we contributed from the fire account 
$50.00 toward the construction of our State district 
storehouse which was financed wholly by contributions 
from Towns within its intended supply area. 

- I take this opportunity to thank Newagen Inn on be- 
half of the firemen for a gift of equipment for pool 
table. 

The pumping pool program which Charlie Pink- 
ham has been the sponsor of is a very worthwhile pro- 
ject and has the endorsement of the fire department 
and the State Forestry Department.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Boothbay, Boothbay Harbor and 
Southport, Friendly Greetings: 


In this, my twenty-fifth annual report, I believe I 
can render our people the greatest service by present- 
ing facts, figures and theories relating to the education 
of our young people of high school age. And today 
grades VII and VIII are generally considered with 
grades IX, X, XI and XII because their needs and in- 
terests are nearer to high school level than to that of 
the smaller children in the lower grades. 

THE PROBLEM: Our own situation is typical of the 
three-fold problem which confronts the nation. Half 
a million more children entered Grade I in the United 
States this year than ever before, due to the high birth- 
rates of recent years. There is a serious shortage of 
capable teachers, caused largely by the poor pay and 
the low prestige in which the profession of education 
is held. The supply of schoolrooms is inadequate, due 
to the fact that little building was done through the de- 
pression for lack of money, and during the war years 
for lack of labor and materials. 

TOWN HISTORY: How have our communities faced 
and solved their schoolhouse problems during the past 
seventy-five years? Greene’s History, town reports, 
and the memories of older citizens reveal many inter- 
esting facts. 

The 1870’s were a time of marked growth in local 
schools. Up to this period all buildings in the Region 
were of the one-teacher type, attended by all “scholars” 
of the District from the age of four to young manhood 
and womanhood. What is now the northern wing of 
the Harbor High building was put up in 1874. The 
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“first half” of the present East Boothbay building, a 
two-story, two-teacher structure, was erected in 1876; 
with a little old one-room school on the same lot, this 
provided a primary-intermediate-grammar setup. A 
two-story primary-grammar school was built at the 
Center in 1877; today it forms part of Leavitt’s Garage. 
The present Trevett schoolhouse was put up in 1892, 
with two classrooms, one above the other; it replaced 
a one-room school across the highway. In 1895 the one- 
room schools known as the East Side and West Side 
Primaries in Boothbay Harbor had become so crowded 
that they were “raised”, and an additional classroom 
was constructed underneath. These larger buildings 
meant the beginning of our graded system. 


Before the 1870’s, any young person in the Region 
desiring high school studies for college preparation 
on any other purpose either hired a private tutor or 
went to a secondary school, perhaps Lincoln Academy. 
In 1875 the first Free High School was held in this 
area. It consisted of ten weeks at East Boothbay and 
ten weeks at the Center. In the following year Booth- 
bay Harbor and Sawyer’s Island each had a spring 
term of high school; the next fall East Boothbay and 
the Center had terms. The curriculum was very limited. 
A few ambitious young people “stayed on” after they 
had finished the “common school’, and the grammar 
school teacher took time from his lower classes to give 
instruction in algebra and other advanced subjects. 


Upon the establishment of Boothbay Harbor as a 
town in 1889, a regular high school of thirty-three 
weeks was set up, with teachers giving their whole 
time to the advanced curriculum. Boothbay Center, 
East Boothbay and Trevett continued for a few years 
the older system of short terms of high school, but 
eventually developed Grade B high schools where one 
teacher gave his entire time to a program covering the 
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freshman and sophomore years. These schools con- 
tinued till 1943, since when Boothbay pupils have 
taken their four years at the Harbor High on a tuition 
basis. : 

The early part of the present century was another 
era of progress in schoolhouse construction. Southport 
built a high and grammar building in 1904. This event- 
ually became a Grade B high school offering the first 
two years of work; it was discontinued in 1925; since 
that date pupils have had their high schooling at 
Boothbay Harbor. The building was used as an all- 
grade rural school, then as a grammar school, then as 
a primary-grammar school, and in 1947 was moved to 
the present site and remodeled into the excellent 
elementary school of today. 

In 1902 an addition, the present “middle section”, 
was built onto the Harbor High. In the spring of 1912 
the Congregational Parish at the Center sold their 
church, built in 1848, to the town for $1.00, whereupon 
the old two-room schoolhouse was sold and three class- 
rooms were constructed in the church building. That 
same year the little one-teacher school at East Booth- 
bay was disposed of and the two-teacher building 
was doubled in size to make the present structure. In 
1913 an additional classroom was built at Trevett, with 
a wood storage shed beneath it. In 1922 the one-room 
school at West Harbor was doubled to make a primary- 
grammar setup. 

The Harbor High building received the present 
gymnasium, toilets and three classrooms above in 
1927. The two-story manual training-home economics 
building was put up in 1941; it was intended as the 
initial wing of a four-year high school for Boothbay 
Harbor. This brick structure is the only building in 
the Region ever put up specifically and wholly for 
high school purposes. 
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GROWTH OF PUBLIC SENTIMENT: Efforts to get 
a modern high school building for the Region go back 
at least thirty years. When the present superintendent 
took office in 1925, he was told, “We need a man who 
can improve our high school facilities.” He had to 
settle for the gymnasium addition. 

Recent activities which may result in a new high 
school began in 1944, when the school committees of 
the three towns met to consider high school needs. At 
that time municipal officers throughout the nation 
were taking a cue from Washington: plan schools, 
roads, sewers, airports and other needed utilities, to 
relieve the expected unemployment as soon as the 
war ends. At that time there was little indication of the 
large enrollments of pupils on the way. 


The project seemed too large and important for our 
school boards to handle themselves. They invited 
selectmen and citizens to share the planning. In the 
1947 town meetings, each town constituted its school 
committee, three of its selectmen and three citizens 
as members of a twenty-seven-man committee whose 
purpose was to move forward toward the new school. 
When it became evident that the state-wide law 
authorizing district high schools did not fit our local 
conditions, this committee devoted its chief efforts 
to drafting a special charter for the Boothbay Region 
Community School District. 


This charter was passed by the Legislature without 
alteration. In special referendum town meetings in 
September, 1949, Boothbay voted to join the: high 
school district by 127 to twenty, Boothbay Harbor by 
179 to forty-two, and Southport by seventy-three to 
thirty-one. Shortly thereafter each town elected three 
trustees to consider and recommend a program of 
studies and other educational activities, a building 
suitable to accommodate the same, a site for the build- 
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ing, and a bond issue needed to provide the facilities. 
It is my privilege to serve as secretary of this group. 
My professional books and magazines universally 
take this position: for wise planning of good schools, 
the citizens themselves must take an active part. I 
am in complete agreement with this belief. There 
have been many public meetings. Valuable suggestions 
have been made to the committees appointed by the 
towns. No one can say that the project has been 
hurried. If we eventually put up a good building, it 
will be because so many people have shown an interest 
ema 
MORE BOYS AND GIRLS: I cannot do better than 
print here the prospective enrollment in high school 
for the ten-year period beginning in September, 1951. 
The table is based upon the actual number of children 
in school today, and, in the final years, upon the survey 
made by the Parent-Teachers Associations recently. I 
have allowed for dropouts before graduation to the 
extent of twenty-five per cent. These figures make it 
seem wise to plan for a school to accommodate 450.

WHAT CAN A NEW SCHOOL GIVE US? First, a 
new building will guarantee classrooms and desks for 
the many pupils who are moving steadily up through 
the grades. It makes possible an excellent educational 
program, operated more economically than two smaller 
schools could be run. 
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“Cannot Boothbay Harbor refuse to admit tuition 
pupils and have room enough in the present building?” 
one hears. YES, and then the town would either drop 
such special courses as manual traning, home econom- 
ics, commercial work, Latin, French, or greatly in- 
crease appropriations to make up the loss of tuition 
money. (Tuition paid this year was $12,835.) And 
when at last the voters need to replace this school- 
house which was started in 1874, the town will have 
to float the bonds alone. 


“Cannot Boothbay build its own high school?” one 
hears. YES, by bonding the town to ten per cent of its 
valuation, and then levying an extremely high tax to 
run a good school. With two four-year highs in the 
Region, two principals would be doing the work of 
one. Two manual training teachers would be doing the 
work of one in expensively equipped shops. The same 
goes for many other courses. 


“Cannot Southport vote “no” on building one central 
school, and then, if the bond issue fails, educate their 
students in a Boothbay Harbor or a Boothbay High?” 
one hears. YES, when and if there is room. Neither 
town would erect an over-size building to accommodate 
another town. When there wasn’t room, Southport 
pupils would have to get their high schooling at Wis- 
casset Academy, Lincoln, Kent’s Hill, or wherever 
they might find room. 

SECOND, the new school will make possible better 
college preparation. Our present science laboratory, 
which is the old eighth grade room, is very poorly 
equipped. In a room designed and outfitted for science 
work we can achieve better results. 

We need a study hall where non-reciting pupils can 
do their work without the disturbance of a recitation. 
This makes it possible for the teacher to do better 
work, since she does not have to give part of her time 
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to control of “study” pupils. We have no library worthy 
of the name in the present school. If someone should 
present us with adequate books, we have no place for 
them. The new school should have either a library or 
a combined library-study hall. 

In general, I do not recommend more or different 
college preparatory courses, but rather, a more efficient 
teaching and learning job with the present subjects. 

How many of our young people go to college anyway? 
I’ve checked over the last five graduating classes to 
find an answer. Our ratio seems considerably higher 
than Maine’s average. During this five-year period, an 
average of thirty-one per cent of our graduates went 
on to advanced schooling of some sort. In one class the 
ratio was forty-four per cent. 


THIRD, the new school will make possible better 
vocational training. School committee members, trus- 
tees and high school faculty have given their best 
thinking to the matter of training young people for 
their life work. We have talked with many citizens. 
We have called in state experts. We have read up on 
the subject. We have visited vocational training courses 
elsewhere. 

Here are some of the questions we have faced: 


Do young people of sixteen, ready to take intensive 
vocational work for their junior and senior years, know 
what trade or occupation they wish to follow? 

Can a high school, offering intensive trade courses 
for the last two years, turn out eighteen-year-old skilled 
workers upon graduation? 

How many vocational courses can our school offer, 
with perhaps sixty juniors and sixty seniors, half boys 
and half girls? 

Is it fair to offer a two-year course for fifteen boys 
who think they want to be carpenters, and not offer 
equal courses to six boys who think they want to be 
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garage mechanics, to four who want to be electricians, 
to two who want to be plumbers, and to eight girls who 
believe they want to be beauticians? 

What would it cost, in floor space and equipment, to 
set up for one or more courses which would meet 
federal standards, and enable us to get fifty per cent 
of the teachers’ salaries from the state and federal 
governments? 

This is a matter in which the public rightly has a 
great interest. Yet public sentiment ranges all the way 
from the opinion that this school should put nearly all 
its teaching on job training, to the idea that we should 
offer no vocational training at all, but concentrate on 
fewer book courses, and try to teach them better. 


I have talked with vocational teachers in some of 
Maine’s larger schools. They shake their heads a bit. 
They are not sure that intensive job training at the 
high school level is the final answer. It’s very valuable, 
they say, but it isn’t turning out skilled mechanics at 
the age of eighteen. No large percentage of graduates 
follow the trade they studied for two years. Morse 
High School at Bath is a case in point. The school has 
a wonderful machine shop course. The room is about 
twice the size of our local manual training shop. The 
machinery is valued at $35,000. Morse High has 700 
students. The machine shop can accommodate twenty 
juniors and twenty seniors, in alternate weeks. Twenty 
seniors graduated from the course last June. Only one 
went to work in a machine shop. The other nineteen 
are in various unrelated jobs, have joined the armed 
services, or are unemployed. A valuable two years of 
training, yes, but it hasn’t done what was expected of it. 

The State Department of Vocational Education gives 
this advice for a school of our size, in a community of 
our degree of wealth, in an area where year-around 
employment is unreliable. They suggest that we offer 
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the basic elements of four trades: wood working, elec- 
tricity, internal combustion engines, and metal work- 
ing. With three years of such work, a boy may be ex- 
pected to know what line he wants to follow, and what 
he wants to avoid after graduation. He has acquired 
certain valuable basic skills that put him in position 
to learn fast when he takes a full-time beginner’s job 
in any of these four trades, or related lines. He has 
learned to respect manual labor, to take pains, to be 
neat and orderly and to feel a sense of responsibility. 


It is my belief, shared by others of the local planning 
group, that the new school should have two Industrial 
Arts shops instead of the present one, and two com- 
petent teachers, to carry out the four-way shop pro- 
gram outlined above. It will do as much as we can 
fairly hope to do in a school of this size. It is within our 
means to build, equip and operate. It will mark an 
important forward step educationally. 


For girls, I recommend the same cooking, sewing, 
_home-making courses in the Home Economics Depart- 
ment and the continuance of the commercial work in 
typing and shorthand. To serve both boys and girls, I 
urge a room large enough to accommodate twenty-five 
typewriters, instead of the present fourteen, in order 
to make this skill available to all students who wish it. 


Many of our young people will continue to enroll 
in the general course. They do not plan on college. They 
have not decided what line of job training they want. 
Thus they are able to choose each year what suits them 
best from the academic and the vocational offerings. 


One of the greatest forward steps to be made possible 
in the new school will be guidance. Today we have 
no room, office nor corner where a guidance director 
could work, if we had one. It is my thought that one of 
the teachers, with special guidance training, would 
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handle regular classes half the day, and consult with 
young people the other half. 

A guidance teacher needs special understanding or 
and liking for young people. He should know the em- 
ployment picture locally, in New England, and through- 
out the nation. He needs to be acquainted with the col- 
leges and trade schools to which our graduates may 
go. He will talk with students and their parents, if 
problems of conduct or ranks come up. He will do 
group and individual testing in the fields of general 
knowledge, potential ability, and personal interests. 
He will be able to advise on what vocational and 
academic courses in high school seem best suited. He 
will help to make desired contacts for further school- 
ing after graduation. He will never dictate. This guid- 
ance work is one of the finest things that has come 
into the modern school. At present we are in position 
to do a minimum of it. 


FOURTH, the new school will make possible a more 
efficient handling of the extra-curricular program. In 
this field, as in so many others, there is a wide range 
of opinion among the public. One person says, “Extra- 
curricular activities do more to educate young people, 
to strengthen their characters, and to develop their 
personalities than their book studies do.” Another 
person says, “Athletics, music, dramatics absorb time 
and interest which should be given to studies; they are 
largely responsible for the fact that high school grad- 
uates know so much less than they should.” 


My own position is between these two extremes. A 
sound body is important in a successful life. Athletics 
contribute much to this. If I had to choose between 
winning basketball squads composed of the few best 
athletes in the school, and no interscholastic teams at 
all but a chance for every boy and girl to play on many 
interclass teams, I’d choose the latter; it would be doing 
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more good for more children. Modern schools succeed 
in doing both things. Our new school, with a gymnasium 
of proper size, will enable us to train winning teams 
and to build up the less rugged boys and girls, because 
double the number of players can practice in two 
courts. Adequate playing fields will enable both sexes 
to take part in outdoor sports in much greater numbers. 


Many a boy and girl will never shine in studies, nor 
bea star athlete. Perhaps he can do well in music and 
thus gain the feeling of success which is so important 
to growing young people. Our outstanding band, or- 
chestra and school chorus make an important con- 
tribution to those who take part. A suitable auditorium 
in the new school will give the musical organizations 
a chance to practice which is not in conflict with ac- 
tivities that belong in the gym. 

Dramatics, debating and public speaking give a 
training in self-expression, in poise, in personality 
growth which every child needs. Today these activities 
compete with many others for rehearsal time in our 
small and crowded gymnasium. An auditorium in the 
new school will enable teachers to give the needed 
coaching and drill. 

FIFTH, by including Grades VII and VIII in the new 
building to make a junior-senior five-year high, we 
accomplish several important things. Take this year’s 
eighth grade, for instance. There are three eighth 
graders in West Harbor Grammar, with four lower 
grades in the room; they get one fifth of the teacher’s 
time. Seven at Trevett, ten at the Center and eleven 
at East Boothbay are in rooms with lower grades and 
get one third of the teacher’s time. Four at Southport 
are in a five-grade room. In the Harbor grammar, 
where conditions are like what they will be in the new 
school, thirty-five eighth graders and twenty-two 
seventh graders each have the full time of a teacher. 
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The groups are large enough to be interesting. We can 
get better results in preparation for high school. In 
the proposed setup there will be two seventh and two 
eighth grade classrooms, with a teacher giving full 
time to each. It will be less expensive to have maps, 
charts and reference books on Maine for two Grade 
VIII classrooms, than for six eighth grades in scattered 
schools. 


The change from elementary school to high school 
is a difficult one for many children. The average young- 
ster makes the break more easily at the end of grade 
VI than two years later, as we now do it, when the 
problems of adolescence complicate the situation. 


Physical education, athletics, bands, orchestras and 
other extra-curricular activities are extremely lmited 
in our present scattered school system. A central six- 
year high will make these experiences available to 
seventh and eighth graders just at the time when they 
can begin to profit by them. 


The inclusion of VII and VIII in the new school will 
relieve a serious crowded condition in two buildings. 
This fall East Boothbay opened with 153 children in 
nine grades, and only four classrooms available. Booth- 
bay Center started with 110, all grades, and three 
teachers. This overcrowding is likely to continue for 
some years at least, unless these two highest grades 
can be removed. 


It is inevitable that in Boothbay and Boothbay Harbor 
a new elementary school or schools will eventually be 
needed. The oldest schoolhouse now in use is already 
102 years old. The need may become critical twenty- 
five years from _now. It may be sooner, depending on 
conditions. The placing of our seventh and eighth 
grades in the new high school where they belong is 
excellent long range planning, for it makes it possible 
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to concentrate at some future date on the best plan for 
the elementary grades. 


IS ANY FEDERAL OR STATE AID IN SIGHT? 
The answer is no. Whatever is done, within the fore- 
seeable future, this three-town District must do on its 
own. Our feeling in Maine seems to be that we propose 
to finance the rising costs of our increasing school 
population by the tax on real estate. A majority of our 
people seem to feel that we do not want to avail our- 
selves of a sales or income tax, as many states have 
done. If this is our answer, then we must face the issue 
of heavy taxation on real estate to have good schools, 
or a lighter tax for poorer schools. 

The general sentiment in Maine seems to be that we 
do not want federal aid either to help build school- 
houses or to assist with salaries of teachers or other 
maintenance costs after they are built. There’s a touch 
of commendable pride in the feeling that we are able 
and willing to face our own problems and solve them. 
In any case, no state nor federal money is available 
today, nor are there signs of any for some years. 

This worthy feeling of local pride will be put to the 
_ test later this spring when our people vote yes or no 
on a bond issue sufficiently large to build and equip a 
good school. With our district valuation of $5,193,000, 
we appear to have sufficient means to handle our prob- 
lem, if our citizens decide to do so. With more school 
building going on in Maine that at any previous time 
in the state’s history, we find such situations as that 
of Ellsworth where their high school problems just had 
to be solved. That city recently voted a bond issue of 
$450,000 on an assessed valuation of $3,888,000, not- 
withstanding the fact that the city still owes $100,000 
connected with the disastrous fire losses of 1933. 

I have given you my best thinking on this high 
school issue. I repeat, for those who live in the Booth- 
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bay Region, it is the most important educational 
project of the century thus far. I speak as a long-term 
resident, as a taxpayer, as a parent whose three children 
have been educated in our local schools. I also speak 
as your superintendent of schools for the last twenty- 
five years, in which period I have done my best, with 
your excellent cooperation and support, to advance and 
improve our schools. 

The twin circumstances of increased enrollments 
and an old, inadequate high school building have 
brought us to a critical point. The decision on what to 
do rests right where it belongs, in the hands of the 
voters of the District.

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REPORT OF SOUTHPORT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Southport: 


During the summer we officially adopted a salary 
schedule for teachers as a means of keeping strong 
teachers in our town and bringing in capable replace- 
ments. The schedule states the salary which we are 
prepared to pay inexperienced teachers, the yearly 
increase, and the top figure which a person may ex- 
pect to receive here. There are provisions requiring 
teachers to keep up to date by summer schools and 
extension courses. During the past year, the University 
of Maine sponsored courses in Art teaching and Visual 
Education which our teachers took. 


Our scale of pay enables us to retain the services 
of Mrs. Violet Smith, who is a most outstanding teach- 
er and community worker. It has made possible the 
hiring of Miss Edythe Beauchesne of Springvale for 
the primary room; she graduated with honors from 
Gorham State Teachers College last June. 


The heavier enrollment in lower grades, a situation 
which is nation-wide, made it seem advisable to place 
Grade IV in the grammar room this fall. As a result, 
we opened school in September with twenty-six in the 
primary classroom and twenty-one in the grammar. 
We customarily have fewer pupils during the winter 
months, and as of January 2, 1950, the enrollment was 
twenty-four and twenty, respectively. The total was 
forty-one a year ago. 


The major outlays from the repair account this 
year set up two excellent swing sets and a steel flag- 
pole, purchased from the Playground Device Com- 
pany of Anderson, Indiana, and did some much-needed 
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grading at the rear of the schoolhouse. The sum of 
$310 was paid in insurance premiums. 

We wish to commend the Mothers Club for the many 
fine things which the group continues to make possible 
for the children. We feel that Charles Pinkham’s idea 
and the town appropriation have combined to make 
a fine skating rink on the school lot, and a convenient 
water supply in summer in case of fire. Our boys and 
girls are fortunate to have opportunities to Scouting, 
4-H Club work, and Church Youth activities. 

We give below our budget recommendations. They 
maintain our present schedules, except that in call- 
ing for transportation offers last spring we received 
only one bid, that of Mr. Buck, at a substantial reduc- 
tion from the previous figure. We have placed the sav- 
ings in the common school account. 


Common Schools $5,337 
High School Tuition 1,330 
High School Conveyance 1,369 
Textbooks and Supplies 600 
Medical Inspection 20 


The total of the above sums is $447 less than a year 
ago. From the Repair-Insurance-Equipment-Installa- 
tions Account we must pay out $170 in insurance pre- 
miums next year. We recommend that the playground, 
from which quantities of mud are constantly tracked 
into the building, be tarred, and that the grading work 
be completed. It is our estimate that to pay this year’s 
overdraft and meet the usual miscellaneous items, 
$1,000 will be needed. 

We endorse the District High School as the surest 
way in which Southport young people can be guaran- 
teed a good secondary education. Indications are that 
the overall cost of operating schools for sub-primary 
through the senior year of high school in the new set- 
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up will be about the same as today, due to the fact 
that the high school conveyance will be paid by the 
District, instead of wholly by Southport, as now.

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MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT 


This is the second year for your library and shows 
a gratifying growth and interest. It is fast coming of 
age and more people are using its facilities. 


We now have over one thousand linear feet of book- 
case shelving containing over five thousand books. 
The honor roll, to which the library was dedicated, is 
permanently and suitably inscribed on the front wall 
inside the building. 

A fine improvement’ was realized, from the pro- 
ceeds of a candy and food sale put on by the ladies 
last summer, in the form of an oil burning floor fur- 
nace replacing the space consuming heater which 
occupied one corner of the room. This sale brought in 
$147.00 and there is a balance of $22.00 left after pur- 
chasing furnace and fittings. No money was spent for 
furnace installation as this was done voluntarily by 
interested parties. 

Thirty-eight people contributed books. Eight me 
gave money totaling $22.00 (this is distinct from money 
given at the food sale). This is kept and used by the 
librarian to renew magazine subscriptions except in 
the case of one whose check was made to Town of 
Southport and this of course went to the Town Treas- 
urer and was put into the general library account. 


We would like very much to see, and we have the 
plans, for a children’s room. We have a great many 
children’s books and we also have children’s furniture 
contributed last year. This is something which would 
have to be accomplished outside of the town appro- 
priation. The balance from the furnace plus another 
successful food sale might do it. Another thing very

much needed is a modern encyclopedia. It is hoped that 
the coming year will somehow produce it. 


Thus we respectfully submit to you this brief report 
of last year’s progress plus next year’s goal.

ASSETS 


At the close of the municipal year the cash balance 
amounted to $4,819.96. This amount reconciled with 
the records of the Treasurer and the bank statement, 
dated February 7, 1949, of the Depositors Trust Com- 
pany, Boothbay Harbor, Maine. 


According to the records, the accounts receivable at 
February 5, 1949 amounted to $829.33. This amount 
consists of tax and excise tax invoices due from the 
Collector. Subsequent records indicate that with the 
exception of $4.92, these accounts were paid Feb- 
ruary 14, 1949. 


The total taxes receivable at the close of the year, 
according to the records of the Tax Collector, amounted 
to $115.33. The 1948 assessment and commitment 
records and collections on the 1948 commitment were 
examined. It was ascertained that the warrant of 
commitment was in agreement with the assessment 
records and the tax list as committed to the Collector. 


The tax liens outstanding at the year end amounted 
to $1,662.09 and the detail supporting this amount is 
shown on Schedule A-11. The liens found on file with 
the Treasurer were examined. 


LIABILITIES 


Withholding tax and Teachers’ Pension deductions 
due governmental agencies at the close of the year 
under review amounted to $87.95 and have been set up 
as accounts payable.

During the year under examination bonds totaling 
$21,000.00 were issued. The proceeds of this bond issue 
were used to retire the then existing notes of $20,500.00 
held by the Depositors Trust Company and $500.00 was 
applied to the school repairs account. The $2,000.00 note 
of the Indian Head National Bank of Nashua, New 
Hampshire maturing in May, 1948 was paid by appro- 
priation leaving a balance of $8,000.00 due that insti- 
tution, $2,000.00 due each year, 1949 to 1952 inclusive. 
The bonds outstanding totaling $21,000.00 mature 
$3,000.00 annually, 1949 to 1955 inclusive. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 


The sources of revenue for the current year and the 
departmental expenditures are presented on Exhibit B. 
A net loss from operations of $1,603.30 is reflected. 


RESERVE 


The reserve for authorized expenditure, as shown 
on Exhibits A and D, represents the net unexpended 
balances of certain appropriation accounts which are 
carried forward to the ensuing year. 


DEFICIT 
The deficit of $26'564.50 at February 5, 1949 represents 
the excess of liabilities and reserves over assets. An 


analysis of the change in this account is shown on 
Exhibit C of this report. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The savings accounts representing the investment 
of the trust funds were verified by examination of the 
bank passbooks. It was noted that the income of only 
one fund had been withdrawn.
